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BLUE CUT BANDITS. 


Three of Them are Now Under 
Arrest 


THE EN TIRE STORY IS OUT 


James Flynn, One of the Robbers, 
Makes a Confession—Kennedy 
the Leader of the Gang. 


K ansas 
Ci t y , 
Mo., Jan. 
5.— 
Three men are now under arrest for 
the last two Blue Cut train robber­ 
ies, of October 23 and December 
.23. 
They are John F. Kennedy, 
confined in the county jail in K an ­ 
sas City, 
and 
James Flynn 
and 
George 
Bowlin, 
confined in 
the 
county jail at Independence. 
The 
last 
two men have made confes- 
. 
sions, 
in which they told of the 
manner in which the Alton trains 
were robbed and gave the names of 
the men who were with them when 
those crimes were committed. 
Both 
confessions strongly implicate K en­ 
nedy, who was the leader of the 
two gangs of robbers. 
By the arrest of James Flynn, a 
hard-working 
but 
not prosperous 
farmer, living three miles east of 
Independence, 
Sunday 
night, 
on 
suspicion of being implicated in the 
last two Blue Cut train robberies, 
and his subsequent confession, in 
which he implicated John F. K en­ 
nedy, who is at present under ar­ 
rest, and George Bowlin, who was 
arrested last night, the officials be­ 
lieve they have at last arrived at 
the bottom of the whole matter. 
Flynn was arrested at his home 
** Sunday evening by Deputy Marshal 
Joe Potts, 
ex-Deputy 
Marshal J. 
B. 
Ross 
and 
City Marshal Mel 
Hulse, of Independence, 
while he 
was 
feeding 
cattle. 
His 
arrest 
seemed in no way a surprise to him 
save that he showed a somewhat in­ 
jured spirit over it. 
Th e entire story seems to be out 
and John Kennedy, who was arrest­ 
ed last Wednesday morning, seems 
to have been the head of both af 
fairs. 
Kennedy was a railroad en­ 
gineer and came back from Texas 
last summer, after an absenee from 
his home, near Independence, of 
twelve years. 
There 
did 
not seem to be any 
work here which he cared to do,and 
as 
he 
and Flynn 
were 
boyhood 
friends they were together a good 
deal. 
Flynn was not over prosper­ 
ous, 
and 
Kennedy suggested one 
day that they rob a train. 
He ex- 
p la n ed how easily it could be done 
with his knowledge of railroading 
and locomotives if he could find the 
right men to help him. 
It was new 
business for Flynn, but he had a 
good deal 
of 
confidence 
in 
his 
friend and believed he saw riches 
• 
• 1 
in it. 
In casting about for help Bowlin 
was suggested and agreed to take 
part. 
Bowlin has been staying for 
the past eighteen months with his 
brother-in law, Less Murphey, near 
Glendale. 
They held up the train half a 
mile west of the trestle, just west of 
Glendale, securing but $300 from 
the express safe. 
This robbery was 
committed early in the evening, a£ 
the train was due at Independence 
at 6:25. 
Kennedy flagged the train 
with a red lantern, 
and got the 
engineer and firemen out of the cab, 
when Bowlin and Flynn came up. 
One of them took charge of the 
engineer and fireman, while the two 
^ 
others went back, and, covering the 
rest of the trainmen, went through 
the car. 
The passengers were not 
molested. 
On Tuesday, Dec. 21, 
Kennedy 
met 
Flynn in Independence 
and 
asked him if he wouldn’t like to go 
hunting. 
Flynn 
was willing, and 
borrowing a gun of a neighbor, they 
started out. 
It was on this trip 
that Kennedy told Flynn that he in­ 
tended to rob another train pretty 
soon, 
and that he would like to 
have him help, as he knew he was 
true blue and could be depeneded 
upon. 
The 
date had 
not 
been made 
known then. 
On Wednesday after­ 
noon, Dec. 22, Kennedy again met 
Flynn in Independence and told him 
that they would do the job that 
night, and to meet him near the 
Blue Cut at the bridge where the 
Missouri Pacific crosses the Chicago 
and Alton. 
Fly nn to ld him tha t he didn’t

know whether he could be there or 
not, as some of his children were 
sick, but that if possible he would 
be. 
That night Flynn told his wife 
that he hadn’t been out with the 
boys on a tear for some little time, 
and as one of his friends had lately 
returned he guessed he would be 
out late that night. 
Flynn was 
at 
the 
crossing as 
agreed and found there Kennedy 
and two strangers. 
Kennedy intro­ 
duced him to them as Bill Ryan, 
the notorious train robber of 1881, 
and to Flynn named the two others 
as Anderson and Chiles, respect­ 
ively. 
These are the two men who are 
missmg. 
Flynn 
says 
they 
wore 
masks during the robbery and he 
couldn’t see them in the dark. 
In this instance, too, it was Ken­ 
nedy 
who flagged the train, and 
did most of the work, while the 
others stood guard. 
The 
story of the robbery 
has 
been told, how the engine, express 
car and baggage car were cut loose 
from 
the 
rest 
of 
the train, run 
nearly to Glendale, three miles, and 
looted, 
and how the engine was 
then cut loose alone and run east of 
Glendale, when it stopped. 
But 
it was not stopped by the 
robbers.* 
Kennedy 
stayed at the 
throttle and the robbers dropped 
oft one at a time. 
Kennedy was 
the last man to leave the engine. 
It was still running when he jump­ 
ed, but the steam was very low, and 
the engine stopped in less than a 
mile. 
Kennedy had the proceeds of the 
robbery, 
and the four men then 
went over to a wooded pasture, half 
a mile or more from the track, and 
divided the “ swag.” Kennedy kept 
the 
lion’s 
share, 
and 
Flynn got 
more than either of the others. 
He 
got several rolls of bills, and was to 
keep all the money at his house. 
Flynn says the two strangers kept 
their masks on all through the di 
viding process. 
Kennedy was to stay at Flynn’s 
house, and it was about midnight 
when they got home. 
Kennedy was 
to sleep with the hired boy, Depew. 
When 
they 
went into Depew’s 
room Depew was apparently asleep, 
but 
it 
afterwards proved that he 
wasn’t. 
They counted one of the 
packages and found it contained 
$500 in bills. 
There were three or 
four packages like this. 
The men 
then 
went 
to 
sleep. 
Since then 
Depew 
has seen 
the 
money often. 
The story of the capture of K e n ­ 
nedy from the description of E x ­ 
pressman Frier and the efforts of 
Chicago and Alton L 
^ctive Cain 
and Express Detective ju 
4's, to­ 
gether with the county officers al­ 
ready named, has been told. 
How 
his 
prodigal 
use 
of 
money, for 
which no innocent source could be 
found, strengthened suspicion, and 
how he was watched until his ar­ 
rest. 
It was known that Flynn 
and 
Kennedy 
were 
great 
friends 
and that they had been together on 
the day 
of 
the robbery. 
It was 
this and the fact ot Flynn suddenly 
having plenty of money, which led 
to his being suspicioned. 
Sunday 
the officers, with Potts in the lead, 
called at the Flynn place and ar­ 
rested Flynn and took him to the 
Laclede hotel in Independence. 
They then went back to the farm 
and called young Depew out. 
The 
young man is not a clever villain, if 
he is one at all, and he immediately 
told all he knew without faltering 
almost even to how he had helped 
at one time to tie the money up 
into packages, 
and some of the 
details of the conversation between 
Kennedy and Flynn when they came 
home on the night of the robbery. 
The officers then went back to 
the hotel and commenced work on 
Flynn. 
When he found out how 
much the officers already knew he 
weakened immediately and told the 
story. 
In addition he told wheje certain 
of the goods could be found, and 
the officers made a search accord­ 
ing to his directions. 
In his house 
garret three gold pins and a cluster 
diamond ring were found; in a corn 
shock in the field two large Colts 
revolver», and buried near a certain 
indicated fence post 
was 
$25 in 
gold. 
A mask, some cartridges and 
two shotguns were also found, 
and 
a quantity of plated jewelry. These 
articles probably belong to the for­ 
mer roboery, as there was no jew­ 
elry missing from the latter one. 
After Flynn’s confession, just as 
the jailer was going away from the 
cell, Flynn called him back. 
“ Mr. Ross,” he said, “ I ’ve got 
one thing more I want to tell you. 
There was another man mixed up 
in that first robbery that wasn’t in 
the second. It was George Bowlin.” 
Bo wlin’s a rrest wa s ma de la st 
night by Officer Po tts o n this co n­ 


fession, 
and 
when 
brought 
into 
Flynn’s 
presence 
he, 
too, 
broke 
down and told his story. 
It tallied 
essentially. 
Kennedy had nothing at all to 
say about the arrest and confession 
of Flynn 
He either refused yes­ 
terday point blank to answer any 
questions, 
or 
else 
made evasive 
answers. 
He 
was 
not 
informed 
during the night of Bowlin’s arrest 
and confession.

MAYOR’S PROCLAMATION. 


Much Business Transacted 
at 
the 
Meeting: of the Council Last 
Night— Officers’ Reports. 


The council was called to order 
at 7: 40 last evening by M ayor Has- 
tain, with the following members 
present: 
Messrs. 
Babcock, 
Hoff­ 
man, 
Ilgenfritz, 
Martin, 
Mertz, 
Olmsted 
and 
Rickman. 
Absent, 
Mr. Anderson. 
The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 
The question of the consolidation 
of the interests of Board of Asso­ 
ciated Charities and the city charity 
department 
was raised 
by 
Mr. 
Mertz, when M ayor Hastain read 
an address on the subject. 
The mayor stated that a large 
number of the indigent poor now 
receiving alms from the city were 
willing to work, and recommended 
that such be put to breaking stone, 
the city to pay a fixed price in fuel, 
food and clothing. 
He also rec­ 
ommended the appointment 
of a 
joint committee of the council and 
Board 
of 
Associated 
Chanties, 
which should have charge of all the 
charity work. 
Dr. R. R. Marquis spoke of the 
mayor’s recommendations, 
saying 
that some of its features met with 
the indorsement of his society, but 
not all. 
He then outlined the plan 
agreed upon by the 
board. 
His 
main idea was the accomplishment 
of the work through the Board of 
Associated Charities, as it was more 
fully equipped and better organized 


than could be the joint committee 
suggested by Mayor Hastain. 
The Board of Charities 
of 
the 
city, consisting of the mayor, presi­ 
dent pro tern and marshal,will have a 
conference with the Board of Associ­ 
ated Charities at the mayor’s office at 
3 o’clock this afternoon to map out a 
plan of work. 
Mr. Rickman read a resolution 
asking the mayor to offer a reward 
of $200 for the arrest and convic­ 
tion of 
the person who outraged 
Miss Ashwill. 
The resolution was 
signed by Councilmen Rickman, Il­ 
genfritz, Mert,Martin and Olmsted, 
and,on motion of Mr. Rickman, the 
resolution was adopted. 
The special committee, to which 
was referred the 
claim 
of Frank 
Holdner for damages by overflow, 
reported that the claim be not al­ 
lowed, and the report was adopted 
and placed on file. 
The committee 
consisted of Messrs. Olmsted, Mertz 
and Babcock. 
Mrs. Maria Bonds was allowed 
#25 for a quit claim deed for some 
land claimed by her and now used 
for road purposes in the northern 
part of the city. 
The committee on finances and 
taxes reported that C. I. Wilson 
had been appointed tax attorney 
and would begin the collection of 
back taxes at the next term of the 
circuit court.

RAILROAD MATTERS. 


Engineer TeUs ol the Fast Runs 
on Record. 


CONDUCTORS’ GRIEVANCES 


Items of Interest Picked Up irom Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
“Democrat” Rcalcrs, 


Western roads have recently set 
up so many claims as to their abil­ 
ity to make fast runs and break the 
record, it is possible the following 
story, told by an old engineer, of 
how he once broke all records and 
pulled a freight at the rate of 675 
miles an hour, may end the contro­ 
versy for the time being: 
“ Really, my son,” said the engi­ 
neer, as he oiled the drivers of the 
huge locomotive he had just backed 
into the depot, “ the fastest time I 
ever made was the fastest run ever 
made in this or any other country. 
I was hauling freight then, and run­ 
ning an old Baldwin mogul. 
“ We had started east with a train 
of 
twenty-one cars, 
and four of 
them were loaded with powder. 
I 
was a little afraid of 
powder, and 
was pleased to note that the cars 
containing the explosive were near 
the rear of the train. 
We stopped 
on a siding to let the westbound ex­ 
press pass, and then pulled out and 
let her go for all she was worth, so 
that we could get over the tunnel 
summit. 
“ The top of the hill was just at 
the entrance to the tunnel, and as 
the track was was not in very good 
shape in the tunnel I shut off steam 
and eased her up a little after get­ 
ting started down the hill. 
That 
was where I made a mistake, for 
ten of the cars had broken loose, 
after the engine 
and 
first eleven 
cars had passed over the summit, 
and the momentum carried 
them 
over the knuckle, and they came 
after us fifty miles an hour. 
“ Just about the middle of 
the 
tunnel they struck us with terrible 
force, and then it was that I made 
the fast run, for you see the powder 
exploded and my engine and all the 
cars that were left shot out of the 
tunnel just like wads out of a big 
gun. 
M y breath was fairly taken 
away by the speed, and I had to 


hold tight to the cab to keep from 
being left behind. 
“ Oid 71 kept the rails and shot 
out of the other end of that hole, 
going at the rate of 675 miles an 
hour; in fact, we went so fast that 
the watchman did not see us pass, 
although he heard the terrible re­ 
port, and thought that the tunnel 
had caved in. 
“ When we reached the little town 
of S 
we were going about 350 
miles an hour, having lost some of 
our velocity. 
Of course only a few 
of the cars kept the track, and they 
all had hot boxes and flat wheels 
when we finally came to a stand. It 
was 4:03 when we entered the tun­ 
nel, and allowing a 
minute from 
that time until the explosion occur­ 
red, we ran the eighty miles in just 
forty-six seconds, according to my 
watch. 
“ Old 71 lost her side rods and 
connecting rods, 
and two of her 
tires, and had Her smokestack car- 
ied away by wind pressure, but she 
was able to pull in on the 
side 
track, and just at that moment the 
operator received a telegram from 
O 
, six miles on the other side 
of the tunnel, which read. 
“ ‘Caboose 
No. 
64 
and 
two 
smoking cars just flew by, leaving 
boards in 
the air, which are still 
falling. 
Rails are red hot from the 
friction/ 
“ That,young man,was the fastest 
run I ever made, and I don't want 
to break the record again.” 
And 
then, without even a smile, the old 
man crawled up in the cab of the 
big express engine and got ready to 
pu 1 out with the limited.

Two features in the “ talking” of 
birds will occur to every one. There 
is no “universal bird language,” or 
even a language common to two 
species, 
though certain sounds of 
warning when uttered by one species 
are naturally 
understood by an­ 
other. 
Secondly, 
the 
talking 
faculty is very capriciously distrib­ 
uted. The crows, which easily learn 
to im itate human speech, have very 
few notes or calls. The jay has only 
one, a harsh screech, modified when 
it is pleased into a croak; and a 
chuckle, varied by a squeak, is the 
whole natural 
vocabulary of the 
magpie. 
Y et the piping crow ,and 
the nutcracker-crow are songsters 
of a 
rather high order, and the 
former has an infinite variety of

one who observes their habits in
